I stationed 
my menas instructed by general Smyth, 
in a field at the navy yard, with direce 
tions to wait for further orders. The 
parties who had crossed in the night aid- 
ed by our batteries, which, at day liche 
opened a powerful and well directed fire, 
and a piece of flying artillery on the ist- 
and under charge of capt. Gibson, had 
driven every thing from the opporite 
shore. Colonel Winder, an officer (t 
preat intelligence, zeal and bravery; une 
der the mistaken apprehensiomthat tha 
party under lieut. col. Beerstler were iu 
danger of being cut off, made an unsuc- 
cessful atlempt (although his own buat. 
landed) to land 250 men atu difficult point 
down the river, & had returned as stated 
by gen.

The general embarkation now commen- 
ced, but it went on 30 tardily, that, at 12 
o’clack the whole of the“ regular troops and 
col Swifi’s regiment were not in the hosts.

FROM THE WEEKLY REGISTER, 


PAUL JONES. 


As the time is coming when such mer 
as Paul Jones was, will come ini: Ju 
shion, the present is a proper scuse: 
to make his ‘character ond conduct 
better knows to our readers Th: 
‘following interesting narrativs istrans 
lated from a French manuscript, writ 
ten by himself. 

‘While we condemn the author for his e- 
gotisms, we must make great allow- 
ances, on that account, for his splen- 
‘did success that attonded his en- 
terprizes, anc estimate his vanity by 
tho reasons he hed to be vain. Few 
mon perhaps circumstanced as Paul 
-Jones was, would have praised them 
selves less than he has dove in this 
sketch; which possesses the singular 
merit of being substantially correct ir: 
all its parts, so far as we are informed 
cof the matter. 


At the commencement of the Ame: 
‘rican war (during the year 1775) I wa: 
‘employed to fit out the little squadror 

heh congress had placed under com. 
modore Hopkins, who was appeinted 10 
the command of all the armed vessel 
appertaining to America, and I hoisted 
with my own hands the American flag. 
‘on board the Alfred, which was then dis- 
played for the first time. 

Lat the same time acquainted Mr. 
Hewes, Á member of congress, and my 

articula: friend, with a project of seiz- 
ing on the island of St. Helena, by mean: 
of our little squadron, which would have 
fnfu‘libly rendered us mosters of part of 
the nemeward-bound Las Iudia fleet; 
and s che congress, at that time, pro- 
posed to appropriate tao thirds of the 
prizes to itself, they would have thus 
beer furnished with the means of cariy- 
ing on the war during several years 
but an event of a more pressing nature 
prevented this scheme from being var 
ried into execution. 

The cruelties and vexations at tba 
time exercised by Dunmore, in Virgini., 
‘determined the congress to deiarh the 
aquadron ageinst him; but Mr. Hopkins 
displayed neith zeal nor talenta upon 
‘this occasion, and lost so much time that 
his squadron was frozen in the Dela 
ware. A 

After a delay of two months, the squa 
‘dron was at length disengaged, and aset 
bail for New Providence, the principa! 
ofthe Bahamaislands. ` There we found 

‘a large quantity of artillery, mortars, 
and other implements of warfare, of 
which we stood greatly in want ofin A 
merica; and 1 had the good fortune to 
render myself extremely useful to th: 
commodore, who was but little acquaint 
ed with military operations. It was to 
me he was indebted for the plan adopt- 
‘ad by him when the squadron came iv 
sight of New Providence, and I also un- 
dertook to moor the squadron in a pro- 
per birth to execute our enterprize. 

On our return from New Providence, 
ye took two armed vessels, one of which 
was loaded with bombs, and fell in, near 
Rhode Island, with an English man ot 
war, called the Glasgow, carrying 24 
guns; but netwithstanding our superi. 
ofity, borh in point of force and sailing, 
the commander ip chief suffered her to 
escape, after having many men killed 
and wounded, both om board the Alfred 
and the abot. 

The aquadron now entered the port of 
New London, in Connecticut; and Hap- 
kins; ån receiving intelligence that the

In the 
course of my service between Boston 
and New York, I had also miny actions 
with ships of war under the command 
of lord Howe; but on these, as on for- 
mer occasions, I was enabled to preserve 
my convoy; and I at lengin arrived safe 
in the Delaware, August 1, 1776. 

On the 8th of the same month the 
President of the Congress presented me: 
in persen with the commission of cup 
tain in the.marines of the United State: 
— l his was the first granted by Congress 
since the declaration of independence, 
which took place the 4th of July of tha: 
same year. i 

Orders had been given for the con- 
struction of thirteen frigates; but, a 
„one of them was yet ready, I proceed- 
ed to sca alone, on board the Providence, 
which was a vessel of but small force, as 
she carried no more than seventy mer, 
aud twelve small cannon. When in ihe 
scighborhood of Bermudas, we feli ii 
with ile Solebay, and her cenvoy, from 
Charleston; she was a thirty two gun 
irigale, aad formed part of the squadron 
unter admiral Parker. I was ef course 
desirous of avoiding an engagement wilh 
such superior force: but, as my efficers 
aud men-insisted thatit was the Jamie 
Reet, and as 1t was necesssry to command 
y means of persuasion at this epoch ot 
the war, the result was a serious en 
gage ment during six hours, which, to 
Waras the close, was carried on withs .

The Providence having now left the 
Alfred during the night, without i:r 
leaet pretext whatevér, [remui ed lone 
and that too during the sf0rmy scaser, 
on the enemy’s const giful notwii hetaic 
ing this, and that I was siso greatiy cm 
oarrasted with my prisonors, I resolve, 
not to renounce my project. F accou, 
ingly effected a descent, des:royed « 
‘ransport of great value, and also burn 
ed the magazines and burdings destinec: 
for the whale and cod fishery. 

In addition to this, I took three trans- 
ports and a vessel leden with lg un: 
furs, near Jie Royale ; these prizes wer 
escorted by the Flora frigate, witch he, 
pened to be at a small distance, bur wii: 
“was concealed from us by a fog. Hav 
ing taken a privateer trom Laverpoo', 
mounting 16 guns, in the course of th: 
vexi day, I inst ly returned with my 
prices, tewards tne United States, bu 
when in the leticide’of Boston, felt i 
with the Mitford fiigate, which J unwil 
tingly engaged. ‘Towards night, bowe 
ver, 1 placed the Alfred between ‘iv 
enemy and my prizes, snd having given’ 
The necessary instructiens co the better, 
to make Tor the nearest port, I changec 
my ceurse, set up lights, and by the stra- 
Augem sved the veszele Thad captured, 
the frigate continacd in chase of hie. 
Next day J myself was unfortunate, c- 
ncugh to cacupe, after a very serious àc-

tion, which was mot terminited until 
dark, and even then in consequence of a 
hard gale of wind. 

Having returned to Boston, December 
10, 1776, the intelligence of the uni 
forms taken on board ihe Mellish, re- 
animated the cousge of the army under 
general Washington, which at that pe- 
riod happened to be almost destitute of 
of clothing. Let me add also, thet this 
unexpected succorcouiributed not a lit- 
tle'to the success of the affair at Trenton 
against the Hessians, which took place 
immediately after my arrival. 

I now paid out of my ewn purse the 
wages due to the crews of the Alfred 
and Providence, and lent the rest of my 
money to the congress. ‘That assembly 
‘vansmitied to me orders from Philadet 
phia, en the 5th of February, to uncdar- 
ake a secret expedition of great impor 
nee, the design of which was, to ley 
‘he island of St. Christopher, and tir 
north side of Jamaica, under contributi. 
on; after which we were to attack Pen- 
sacola. This project wes first conceiv- 
ed by me, and then communicated to 
Mr. Morris, afterwards minister of f- 
vance:—bu' such was the jealousy of 
Hopkins, the ¢ ammander in chief, that 
it was never varried into execution. He 
vas, however, soon after suspended, ang 
then dismissed from the service. 

The senson being now too far advance- 
ed for the execution of the scheme in 
he West Indies, myself end crew re 
ceived orders to remove on board the 
Amphyirite, a French vessel, destinca 
to sail from Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire, to France, whence we Were to pasè 
into Holland, and take possession of thy 
Indienne, a large frigate, constructing 
“here for the congiess; sume diftizui- 
ties however ensued, and I was ordeies: 
v prepare the Ranger, a vessel moun: 
ing 18 guns. 

When general Burgoyne and his er- 
ny were obliged te curichder at Stra- 
ogo, it was I who was the first ovliges 
o carry this interesting intelligence t 
Nanies, whether J arrived on the 2d e: 
Qecember, 1777. In the cuurse of my 
voyage, I took -wo prizes, forming a pa 
fa convoy from the Mediterranean, u. 
ter the proteciion of the Invincavie, + 
even.y-feur gun ship, under the guns 
which ore-of them was tuken.

Hansen and his 
thiends, e houſd be conducted to the gaolas a place, 
ol security, under a solemn pledge, thal every pos 
sible exertion should be made lor their protection 
and the security of their property. 

A miliary escort was prepared; and a goard of 
unarmed citizens, A hollow square was formed, 


within which Mr. Hanson and his friends, accom~ ` 


panied by those who had promised them protecti- 
on, and some other citizens of the greatest politi- 
cal weight, entered ; and thus attended by hune 
dreds crying for vengeance, and pressing on for 
their destinetion, they reached the gaol. Duriug 
this ayonizing' march, when the ferocity of the 
mob excited a genera! belief among those who 
had contided themselves to the civil power that 
their destruction would ensue before they shouid 
be put into the premised place of protection, ſre- 
quent attempts were made to massacre them, by 
the thrawing of stones, notwithstanding it endan- 
gered the lives of the political favoritss of the mob, 

Some of those who had been in the house at 
the commencement of the attack, attempted by 
varions modes Lo insure a reteni, some were er- 
rested in their fight by the mob; and the savage 
temper of this © many heated monster“ displav- 
ed itselfin che cool & deliberate manner iu which 
it planned the execution of its captives. 

Revolutionary France furnished the lawless 
precedent of exhibiting upon the lamp-post, by 
the irresponsible fiat of the populace, those who 
were supposed wanting in duty to the republic. 
A nalive of our country was seized on, and an ate 
tempt medo to imitate the example set by the 
blood thirsty Parisians. From the completion of 
this sanguinnary decd they were prevented by a 
Aratagein suggested by democratic gentlemen, 
inducing a procrastination until an appointed. 
hour, when they repaired to the place of confine- 
ment, to drag forth their victim, before reiuoved 
by the interposition and zeal of his friends. 

After M. Hanson and his friends were placed

We have no conics to supply and 
defend, no convoys to prolect, no menou- 
polles of ony kind--sur commerce i: 
cui cĩed ca by individual enter: z, each 
gettin to market us well as he cen, ond 
fast us he can—our metchiants would uot 
accept cf cosvoy—:he arrival of w Aser 
together would spoil the market; there 
fore each goes singly and endeavors to 
get to merket first, 

There is a wonderful clasticity in the 
American metcantiic character, which 
yields & accommodates itself to circum- 
stances. 

If trade is free, ’tis carried on ir 
clumps— wont hold a wind, and are 5% m 
off—ii *tis war, they carry a little amulet 
prepared by doctors Sawyer or Syd- 
mouth, and the enemy cau’ catch them;

BATTLE WITH THE INDIANS. 


From the Freeman Chronicle~ Extra; 


FRANKLINTON, (Otio) Dec, 23. 

Ci piai:. Hite has just arrived express 
from col. Campbel?s detachment, which, 
it wilh be recallecied, left this/place on 
the 16th ult. on a secret expedidon.— 
From him we learn the following ac- 
couat of a most obstinate & hard fought 
batle, in which the valor, intrepidi:y 
snd firmness of the American troops 
shone with a lustre which haa never 
been surpassed during the present war. 

On the 17th,atter marching all night, 
col, Campbell, with his command, ar- 
cived at ene of the Masansinewa towns, 
and instantly charged upon the town, 
drove the savages afross the Massasi- 
newa river, killed 7 of them, and took 
37 prixovers—Galy twoofuur men were 
willed in this skirmisn. Wile con- 
iending with the enemy at this town, 
they seni a runner te another of the 
towns about 3 milas distant, which was 
evacuated. On the 18:h, before day 
b: eak, the horrid szusge ycil was heard, 
the word was given, 1% arms, ind a moet 
desperate conflict commenced. Capt. 
Piercy, of the Zoncsville trcon, behaved 
gallantly, and died nobly. Licut. Waltz, 
of capin Makle's company (from 
Greensburg, Pa.) was shot through tho 


3 urin, and not being sati Ged with that, 


he siguin cadeavored to mourt his horse, 
and in making the effort was shot thro’ 
his head. His death was glorivus.— 
Captain Troner, while charging with 
fury upon the enemy, was wounded ia 
the hand. Lica:s. Basey and Hickman 
were slightly wounded. A great num- 
ber of horses were kilicd. ‘Live action 
continucd with unabated fury for cne 
hour, when the sevages were routed & 
driven in ali directions. 

Captain IIite states that between 30 
and 40 Iadiæens were known to be killed 
how many were wounted cauld not be 
ance rlaiued— 37 were taken prisoners, 
We had two cficers and six privates 
killed, and abou: twenty-three privates 
wounded, eight supposed dangerous.

In the month of January 1778, L repaired 
to Paris, to muke the necessary arrangements 
with the American minister, crelative to the 
equipment of the Zndèenne ; but as the recent 
intelligence relative to the capture of Bur- 
goyne bad determined the court of France to 
recognize the independence of America by 
means of a treaty of alliance, and as the 
English 8 at the Hague, in con- 
sequence of obtaining possession of the pa- 
rsofan American agent, found that the 
indienne was the property of Congress, I 
acquiesced in the opinion of the American 
ministers; and it was determined to cedo 
the property to his moet christian majesty, 
this beis.g the most likely method uf preserv- 
ing tho property.

which she had lavished on Scotland in 1745.
